Maj. Percy Watson, a resident of 
the valley who formerly was a gov- 
ernment expert on explosives, was arr 
tested and charged in Alameda county 
with transporting explosives but the 
charges were dismissed on the ground 
that the evidence was insufficient. 

Dynamitings and other outrages 
against the aqueduct in the Owens 
Valley have been carried on periodi- 
cally since 1924, following threats 
and warnings of various sorts.

The 
thoroughness with which this was 
done led the authorities to believe 
that it was done by men experienced 
in handling high explosives.

REDS DIVULGE 
PLAN TO DISARM 


Geneva Proposal Limits 
Power for Conflict 


Armies Must be Cut 50 Per 
Cent First Year 


Most Naval Machinery Will 
Go to Scrapheap 


MOSCOW, Feb. 21. P— The Rus- 
sian project for complete disarma- 
ment within five years was explained 
today in a summary issued by Tass, 
the soviet news agency, of the pro- 
posal submitted at Geneva. 

The project provides for the dis- 
armament to be brought about in 
such a way as to limit the possibility 
of armed conflicts within the first 


year of its being put into effect. 
The convention provides for the 
abolition of organized land, sea and 
air forces, their material part. and 
those branches of industry connected 
with the production of armament. 

Within one year armed forces of 
all states must be brought to such 
a point that their mobilization for 
war will be difficult. 

General principles of disarmament 
applicable to all states, without ref- 
erence to the peculiar features of 
each, are laid down. The various fea- 
tures are to be discussed after the 
basic principles have been  ac- 


‘CUT DOWN ARMY 


The first chapter of the conven- 
tion embodies the principles regard- 
ing personnel. It provides for the 
demobilization of the army at 50 
per cent within the first year and 
the abolition within that time of 
mobilization plans. Armies which are 
maintained on a territorial basis also 
are to be reduced by 50 per cent 
within one year. 

The second chapter embodies the 
fundamental principles for the aboli- 
tion of the material part of the ma- 
chinery for war. It provides for the 
bulk of disarmament at the first 
stage so that when this stage is real- 
ized there wil] remain to arm the 
armies of all states only the strictly 

quantity of armament for 
maintaining the given numerical 
strength of the armed forces for the 
following years. The abolition of the 
Material part is understood to en- 
tail reducing it to such a state as 
will exclude the possibility of 
using it for military purposes. 

The convention provides for the 
preservation of hunting guns and 
revolvers for use in hunting and self- 


defense. 
DISMANTLE SHIPS 

Regarding naval armaments, the 
project provides in the first place 
abolition of battleships, cruisers and 
aircraft carriers and the destruction 
of all the material part of the ship 
equipment, artillery, munitions, mines 
and torpedoes. Disarmed ships may 
be utilized as commercial ships if 
they are refitved. 

Disarmament of the military air 
forces provides for the abolition of 
heavy aviation and airships, without 
destroying the material part because 
part of the airpéanes can be utilized 
for civil needs. It is recognized, how- 
ever, that it is necessary to adapt 
the numerical strength of aircraft to

GUARD ORGANIZATION 


The third chapter deals with the 
organization of a guard. It provides 
definite contingents of police and 
militia tor various kinds of guard | 
duty during the whole four-year pe- 
riod. The future numerical strength | 
of such contingents shall be based | 
upon their proportion to the popula- 
tion and their relation to the extent | 
of the network of the means of com- | 
munication. The guard is to be ieft 
only the simplest of modern arms. 

The guard is understood not as be- 
longing to an individual state but 
must serve the needs of groups of 
etates. 

It is considered necessary to reg- 
ulate full and general disarmament 
and to establish a special institute 
fcr elaborating technical conditions 
of disarmament. It is proposed to 
invest an international permanent 
controlling commission and commit- 
tee of experts attached to it with 
the function of arbiters. 

The final chapter embodies provi- 
sions regarding the conclusion of 
additional conventions on separate 
questions connected with disarma- 
ment. The method of ratification and 
the procedure for the settlement of 
questions connected with violation of 
the convention. 

The convention ‘precludes the ap- 
plication of measures of pressure of 
@ military nature against anyone, 
considering. that the good will of 
states to disarm will always make it 
possible to find against any state 
guilty of violation a means of im- 
pelling the execution of the obliga- 
tion undertaken. 


FRANCE GIVES STAND ON 
REGIONAL LEAGUE PACTS 


GENEVA, Feb. 21. (#)—France sup- 
ported the principle of regional pacts 
under the reservation that they be 
accompanied by adequate guarantees 
at the meeting this afternoon of the 


Nations. 

Taking up a remark by a British 
delegate yesterday that disarmament 
and security are inseparable prob- 
lems, M. Paul Boncour, the French 
delegate, said that the work of the 
committee must be inspired by the 
principles of the Geneva protocol, 
which provided for sanctions against 
any aggregsor. Arbitration must be 
combined with enforcement, he said. 

While France expressed preference 
for, a general rather than bilateral 
agreement, Italy advocated partial 
agreements the efficacy of which will 
be greater in proportion as they are 
made by countries between whom dis- 
putes are likely to arise, especially 
countries neighboring on each other. 
Finland asked for some general pro- 
cedure in cases where recognized legal 
rules are nonexistent.

linois, and declared all would demand 
a “fair hearing on the question. 

He asked that the committee con- 
sider the views of “the millions of 
people back in the border States who 
are not appearing here,” while listen- 
ing to the agreements of paid repre- 
sentatives of large farming interests 
and chambers of commerce. “A few

GIVING LAND 
TO STATES 
ADVOCATED 


Ceding 200,000,000 Acres 
of Federal Area Urged by 
Wyoming Republican 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. ( — The 
ceding of 200,000,000 acres of Fed- 
eral public lands to western States 
was advocated by Representative Win- 
ter, Republican, Wyoming, in an ad- 
dress prepared for delivery today in 
the House. 

Declaring that the States in and 
west of the Rocky Mountains are 
denied equal rights with other States 
in land possession, the Wyoming 
Répresentative voiced his opposition 
to pending legislation which would 
place 200,000,000 acres under a graz- 
ing-lease system as “a perpetual Fed- 
eral pasture,” requiring the payment 
of grazing fees. 

“If this is done, 450,000,000 acres, 
amounting to 55 per cent of the en- 
tire areas of the States.” he said, 
“will remain forever tax free, deny- 
ing new homes settiement, develop- 
ment and taxation.” 

“We wish to know whether we are

Evans said that he has talked with 
veteran House leaders and is con- 
vinced the House will not adopt any 
measure decreasing the membership. 
He declared he is confident his bill 
will be accepted by the committee 
as the way out of a problem that has 
been vexing the lower branch for 
several years. Under the Constitu- 
tion the House is bound to reappor- 
tion after each decennial census, but 
| political considerations have delayed 

action ever since the 1920 census. 

The Evans bill, after 1930, would 
pass to the Secretary of Commerce 
the duty of reapportioning the House 
membership.

Church Must Recognize 
and Study New Thought, 
Dr. Ballard Declares | :

Declaring that a majority of pro- 
fessional psychologists are untrust- 
worthy, Dr. J. Hudson Ballard, head 
of the d t of religion at Oc- 
cidental ege, in an address yes- 
terday to the interdenominational 
conference at the First Congregation- 
al Chureh said that, in spite of this 
psychology has become a science 
which the church must recognize aud 
study in order to maintain ite high 
Place as an intellectual and spiritual 
preceptor. 

“The new psychology, all of which 


am need not be taken for gospel truth, 


still challenges the church to deep- 

er study of religion and to higher 

ideals,” said Dr. Ballard. “The church 

must widen the scope of its ministry 

to include greater care of the body 

— more intense study ot mental 
ws.” 

Cc behaviorism as “a 
resurgence, in psychology, of the de- 
terminism that has practically lost 
out in the field of philosophy,” Dr. 
Ballard explained and challe the 
conclusions of the Behaviorists whose 
mechanistic conceptions of life, he 
said, assail the very citadel of the 
Christian religion. 

“Behaviorism reduces all phenom- 
ena, life, intelligence, emotions, and 
will to mechanistic action and re- 
action,” said the speaker. All thought 
and feeling are explained on the basis 
of nerves which react to stimuli. 
In this theory there is no room for 
God, no postulation of immortality, 
no moral responsibility, no guilt, no 
sin and no need for a Savior, The 
original psychology became mechan- 
istic and lost its soul; it then became 
naturalistic and lost its mind and 
it now has become behavioristic and 
lost/ its consciousness.”

a Plaster saint. He was neither a land- 
grabber nor rake. Indeed when Congress 
fixed the salary of the commander-in-chief 
at $6000, Washington would accept no re- 
muneration save his bare expenses. He 
was staunch enough for the people to tie 
to in launching the republic. A few little 
squirts of vitriol can not deface his image 
in the hearts of the people. 

More than microbes are required to 
filch away the ideals of our heroes. If you 
would know Rembrandt, or Turner, you 
study their masterpieces, not their daubs. 
You estimate Emerson by his “Compensa- 
tion.” Washington doubtless had seams on 
the inside of his knee breeches; but he 
never wore them inside out. 

The bicentennial of his birth comes in 
1932 and aiready a Federal commission 
with the President at its head has been 
created to have charge of a fitting celebra- 
tion. One year ago President Coolidge said 
of Washingtcn: “His living at a time when 
there were scanty reports in the public 
press, coupled with the inclination of early 


— biographers, resulted in a rather imaginary 


character being created.” Later in the 
same address he said, “He is an idealist in 
the sense that he had a very high standard 
of private and public honor.” 

“Sickened at the cold statue presented in 
the text-books,” school boys came to re- 
gard Washington as a sort of a sissy, says 
Col. John A. Stewart, another member of 
the commission. Then he continues, “But 


in something more obnoxious.” 

This commission has decided to make an 
unbiased investigation and has already 
traced back sixteen generations of Wash- 
ington’s ancestry without finding a single 
black sheep. 

Tory propaganda of the Revolution did 
not stop at the forgery of personal letters. 
These are responsible for some of the un- 
favorable allegations against Washington, 
says John C. Fitzpatrick, assistant custo- 
dian of the division of manuscripts of the 
Library of Congress and editor of a diary 
of the first President. 

Weems Washington has given us our 
ideals of him. This biographer was a 
preacher and may have unduly sublimated 
his hero. However, this volume along with 
the Bible, Aesop’s Fables, Bunyan’s “Pil- 
grim’s Progress,” “Robinson Crusoe“ and 
Shakespeare helped to make Lincoln. 

Although Washington appeared taller 
than he really was because his shoulders 
rose a trifle above the true proportion, he 
was exactly six feet in height. He grows 
colossal with the years. 

Offered a crown, he thrust it aside as un- 


Was always accessible and fashioned the 
democracy of America. Open to his friends, 
yet no art could draw from him an opinion 
he thought best to withhold. 

Not distinguished for brilliancy, he had 
a solid judgment that amounted to genius. 
Unbalanced by no one element of greatness, 
he was a stperb combination of many lofty 
qualities. Washington is character 
sonified. 


EEDS AND BULRUSHES 
Senator Reed of Missouri is the first 

this year to take the stump in a nation- 
wide campaign for the Presidential nomi- 
nation. He has started early, to get his 
personal platform first before the country. 
In his Texas address Monday he made his 
initial plank, “I appeal for a return to hon- 
esty in. government and for the re-estab- 
lishment of the old Democratic doctrine.” 

That phrase, “Return of the old Demo- 
cratic doctrine,” may intrigue the younger 
generation, but to some whose heads are 
bare or are covered with winter white, it 
brings to mind a notable phrase of times 
that now are old, of times when they were 
young, “Rum, Romanism and rebellion.” 
Going back a little farther, it recalls the 
time when slavery was an issue and when 
the Democratic party was the defender of 
the right to buy and sell human flesh. 

According to Senator Reed, what has 
taken place during the last seven years of 
Republican. administration has been gen- 
erally corrupt and entirely wrong; that the 
eight years under Wilson were the nearest 
approach yet to the millennium. Yet it was 
this Wilson administration that had enough 
influence in the Democratic conveation in 
San Francisco in 1920 to bring the charge 
of disloyalty to his party and its leader 
against Senator Reed of Missouri, and to 


son administration was right, then Senator 
Reed was wrong. 

In his platform are most of the old, serv- 
ice-worn platitudes. Some of them were 
first used by Roosevelt, and have been re- 
iterated since until they are somewhat 
frayed at the seams. Some will recall Sen- 
ator Reed's caustic comment in 1904, 
“Theodore Roosevelt: this young man who 
has just discovered the Ten . Command- 
ments.” That was rearly twenty-five years 
ago, and Senator Reed is' now the old man 
who has rediscovered some of them and 
draped them in the tattered mantle of 
Democracy. 

While there is no direct reference to the 
prohibition question in the extracts of his 
address carried by the Associated Press, 
he calls for “dismissal of a vast army of 
spies, snoopers, sneaks and informers.” In 
other words, he would deprive the Federal 
government of the power to keep watch 
over the evil-doers. He would make it 
easier and safer to violate the laws. To 
carry this issue to its logical conclusion, he 
would advocate the repeal of all laws likely 
to be violated. | 

Again he says: “I speak for the inalien- 
able right of the citizen to liberty of con- 
science without coercion, criticism or ob- 
loquy.” Liberty of conscience is a right 
guaranteed by the Constitution, a right that 
has never been violated. But if Senator 
Reed gives any meaning to that plank it 
would be to give to the individual the right 
to violate any law which was not in con- 
formity with the dictates of his conscience. 
Human conscience bears more resemblance 
to a balance than to a rock. It reacts to 
the voice of reason; and fallible human 
reason is too often influenced by human 
interest. A good citizen obeys the law be- 
cause it is the expressed will of the major- 
ity, irrespective of his opinion as to its 
merits or demerits. 

But perhaps one should not scrutinize the 
Senator’s first address too closely. Cam- 
paign year is always a year of platitudes 
and to the Democratic donkey they are as 
palatable as thistles.

UNIVERSAL PEACE PACT 

Foreign Minister Briand of Frapce ob 
jects to Secretary Kellogg's proposal) that 
America and France should “join in an et- 
fort to obtain the adherence of all the 
principal powers of the world to a declara- 
tion renouncing war as an instrument of 
national policy” on the ground that the du- 
ties imposed upon France and other na- 
tions, by the Locarno agreement and the 
covenant of the League of Nations cannot 
be contravened. Among these duties is the 
observation of a pledge to wage war against 
any nation which disturbs the peace. 

In plain terms M. Briand’s idea in rejegt- 
ing the Kellogg universal peace pact pro- 
posal is based on the consideration that a 
system which is an alliance to go to war 
would come in conflict with an alliance not 
te go to war. Senator Borah suggests as a 
way out of this difficulty that, as the 
League of Nations is a league of peace 
formed to settle disputes and prevent war, 
it would greatly strengthen its position if 
all its members were to pledge themselves, 
with this country, as proposed by Secre- 
tary Kellogg, never to employ war for the 
settlement of any of their controversies. 

This view concurs with that of Lord 
Thompson, who said recently: “If war were 
outlawed the League would be far more 
firmly founded than it is today. The 
League is merely machinery for the adjust- 
ment of disputes: the proposal to outlaw 
war is a piece of legislation to revise in- 
ternational law upon the basis of peace.” 


Mr. Hughes's proposal at Havana of “a 
war upon war“ so far as the Americas are 
concerned, coming 80 closely upon the 
Briand-Kellogg negotiations, is a signifi- 
cant move and a worthy one. But it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that we should become in- 
volved in a sanguinary conflict with any of 


the American countries or with France. 


What we should like to be assured of is 
the wholly peaceful attitude of all the other 
nations of the world toward us and toward 
one another. 

There is a deep yearning among all peo- 
ples to be rid of war forever, and the slight- 
est movement toward that end is hailed 
with universal acclaim. It seems strange 
that the League, the supposed instrument 
for the maintenance of peace, should stand 
in the way of the realization of such a hope. 
Its provisions should be amended to admit 
of that realization. 


NEEDED LAW 
The National Crime Commission's 
carefully considered remedy for the most 
thoroughly organized form of crime—inter- 
state traffic in stolen goods—has been in- 
troduced in Congress. If the commercial 
interests which now are losing $500,000,000 
a year through these depredations wake up 
to the situation, they will demand the pas- 
sage of the measure and Congress will act. 
The public, also, is interested directly, 
since under present conditions they pay 
these losses in the form of increased prices. 
The bill might be called a companion 
piece to the Dyer automobile theft law, 
since it extends to all property the protec- 


tion given by the Dyer Aet to automobiles 


alone. By its provisions, both the seller 
and the receiver of stolen goods transported 
in interstate commerce are punishable by 
$6000 fine or two years’ imprisonment or 
both, and some of the handicaps to the con- 
viction of a fence of existing statutes are 
done away with. 


The difficulty in dealing with interstate 
crime has always been that it is impossible 
to subpoena witnesses from one State to tes- 
tify in another; they must come voluntarily 
or not at all. The big-ecale thieves who 
steal truckloads and even carloads of goods 
at a time take advantage of this situation 
and have been almost immune from punish- 
ment because in no one State was all of the 
crime consummated. It is obvious that the 
Federal courts, whose process is good 
wherever the flag flies, are best fitted to 
deal with interstate criminal gangs. Ex- 
perience with the Dyer Act has proved its 
value, and the new law, if enacted, should 
prove even more valuable. 

If the fence’s operations can be made 
really dangerous, all crime is rendered 
more hazardous and less profitable.
